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Waiting on God 


All through the Old Testament one finds the thought 
of waiting on God. Many promises of blessing depend 
on it. What does it mean? It includes several things. 
It implies complete trust in His wisdom and power; faith 
that He can act in spite of forbidding circumstances, that 
He will act when the right time comes. It means obedi- 
ence to the command in Psalm 46:10, “Be still, and know 
that I am God.” The first phrase can be translated, “Let 
be” (A.S.V. marg.), that is, ““Take your hands off, and 
leave the matter in my hands.” This has the same thought 
as Psalm 55:22, “Cast thy burden upon Jehovah, and he 
will sustain thee” (A.S.V.); “Cast what he hath given thee 
upon Jehovah” (marg.). This is especially applicable to 
the burdens that come to us in His service, of which there 
are many. But even if our burdens are caused by our 
sins and mistakes, these, too, must be cast upon Him, for 
no one else can bear them. Christ bore our sins (1 
Pet. 2:24); and He can overrule our mistakes as far as 
He sees fit to do so. He sometimes allows us to suffer 
for them for our training. On the other hand it is certain 
that He keeps us from making worse and more mistakes 
than we do. Waiting on God may sometimes require real 
patience, for He is never hasty as we are. Think how 
long He takes to make a beautiful peach tree, first with 
its pink blossoms, then the luscious fruit; or a field of 


grain, billowing in the wind. Think how long He has 
taken to make the magnificent sequoias and redwoods in 
California. He could make each overnight, but He does 
not. Think how patient He has been with us! He 
might have cut us off earlier, but He has forgiven and 
overlooked our sins and shortcomings and kept us in life. 
Should we be impatient with Him?) We may need fresh 
lessons in obedience to James’s word, “But let patience 
have her perfect work, that ye may be perfect and entire, 
wanting nothing” (1:4). Then this wholesome practice 
to which the Psalmist and prophets so often exhort us 
may require prolonged prayer—for the supplying of a 
financial need, the salvation of a friend, the changing 
of hard hearts, or the correcting of troubles in an organi- 
zation. Finally, it brings a restfulness and a release from 
our own feverish planning that nothing else can bring, 
because we believe that our Heavenly Father is working. 
It renews our strength and courage. “Thou wilt keep him 
in perfect peace, whose mind is stayed on thee: because 
he trusteth in thee” (Isa. 26:3). “Wait on the Lord: be 
of good courage, and he shall strengthen thine heart: 
wait, I say, on the Lord” (Psa. 27:14). “But they.that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they shall run, and not be 
weary; and they shall walk, and not faint” (Isa. 40:31). 





Light for Today

HEN we find so much uncer- 

tainty around us, we must look 

at the central facts of life. Since 
these are completely dependable, this 
consideration will encourage us. 

In the first place we see God. He 
never removes His hand from control 
of the world. His purposes are going 
forward, however contrary to the plans 
of men they may be. He has-revealed 


these purposes to us, commissioning the, 


prophets to give us His message for to- 
day. 

They spoke by “the Spirit of Christ 
which was in them” (1 Pet. 1:11). The 
Holy Spirit was responsible for the 
prophetic message. “Prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost” (2 Pet. 1: 
21). It was not an insight into the fu- 
ture that comes to great minds through 
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a profound knowledge of the present. 
The prophets were not dependent upon 
their own observations, but upon the 
wisdom and unlimited knowledge of the 
Holy Spirit. The Old Testament proph- 
ecies were born in Heaven. 

They were men who spoke, but the 
words they spoke were the words of 
God. As David said: “The Spirit of 
the Lord spake by me, and his word 
was in my tongue” (2 Sam. 23:2). Dean 
Vaughen has written: “Men spake and 
while they spake they were men still, 
but they spake from God and what they 
said from Him was truth and nothing 
but truth, and in it thus spoken was the 
very light of my life.” So we have the 
“more sure word of prophecy” (2 Pet. 
1:19). 

Then we see the central figure in the 
drama of redemption—Jesus Christ. 
Prophecy concentrates on Christ. In 


particular the theme is “the sufferings 
of Christ, and the glory that should 
follow.” The very first of the Mes- 
sianic prophecies spoke of the suffer- 
ings of Christ. God said to Satan of 
Christ: “Thou shalt bruise his heel” 
(Gen. 3:15). The prophets spoke of 
His humiliation in taking upon Him- 
self the form of a servant, of His many 
battles with Satan, and of His being 
misunderstood by His intimate fol- 
lowers. There were the threats of the 
Jews and their attempts to take His 
life. There was the indescribable agony 
in the Garden of Gethsemane. There 
were the trials bfore Annas, Caiaphas, 
and Herod, and before Pilate who com- 
mitted Him to execution. Then came 
the agony of the cross, where the great- 
est of Christ’s sufferings took place— 
the temporary hiding of God’s face.

@ CHICAGO.—Charles H. Trautman of Syd- 
ney, Australia, a veteran of nearly 30 years in 
student work, has been appointed General Direc- 
tor of Intervarsity Christian Fellowship.

@ The Official Catholic Directory for 1961, 
just issued, reports there are now 42,104,900 
Roman Catholics in the U.S., an increase of almost 
one and one-quarter million over 1960, and an 
increase of 47 per cent since 1951. There are 
54,682 priests and 16,996 parishes in this 
country. 


@ SAN JOSE, COSTA RICA.—A 2-week “Evan- 
gelism in Depth” crusade sponsored here by the 
Latin America Mission, with all evangelical 
churches co-operating, has recorded these results: 
500 conversions in San Jose alone; 1,000 prayer 
groups; 8-week instruction for 4,000 lay work- 
ers; 223 5-week vacation Bible clubs; extensive 
house-to-house visitation; a 3-month series of 
Saturday night telecasts, plus twice daily radio 
broadcasts. 


@ MIAMI BEACH, FLORIDA.—To eliminate all 
denominations and form one church would result 
in “moral and spiritual tragedy,” Methodist 
Bishop W. Angie Smith of Oklahoma City said 
here at a meeting of the denomination’s General 
Board of Evangelism. The bishop declared, “If 
we had the power to purge all denominations 
and form one church | believe it would result in 
our greatest weakness and ultimately degenerate 
into a moral and spiritual tragedy.” 


@ WASHINGTON, D. C.—The U. S. Supreme 
Court has taken under advisement the legality of 
a Maryland law that bars professed atheists from 
holding public office, and requires that a licensed 
clergyman perform all wedding ceremonies. The 
plaintiff regards this as a denial of religious free- 
dom. The Maryland Court of Appeals had earlier 
rejected a complaint, saying, “it seems clear that 
under our Constitution disbelief in a Supreme 
Being, and the denial of any moral accountabil- 
ity for conduct, not only renders a person in- 
competent to hold public office, but to give 
testimony, or to serve as a juror. The historical 
record makes it clear that religious toleration . . . 
was never thought to encompass the ungodly.” 
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@ MOSCOW.—Russian Orthodox theological 
schools in Stavropol, Kiev, and Sarato have been 
closed “for lack of students,” Moscow Radio re- 
ported with undisguised satisfaction. It said that 
the number of students enrolling in seminaries 
in Moscow and Leningrad had dropped sharply 
as a result of the “good work” done by Kom- 
somol, the Communist youth organization. The 
broadcast concluded by appealing to all Kom- 
somol members to intensify their efforts to per- 
suade students to leave the theological schools. 


@ WASHINGTON, D. C.—President Kennedy 
has called for the nation to observe Memorial 
Day, Tuesday, May 30, as a day of prayer for 


peace. 


@ YORK, PA.—Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower has 
accepted honorary chairmanship in a drive to raise 
$800,000 for construction and improvements of 
housing for the agency sponsored by the Pres- 
byterian Homes of Central Pennsylvania. The 
agency operates eight homes for the aged, and 
plans to build two new ones. 


@ WASHINGTON, D. C.—Those people send- 
ing parcels to overseas missionaries will find that 
the cost to most countries will be 10 to 20 per 
cent higher after July 1. Postmaster General 
J. Edward Day said that uniform parcel post rates 
will be adopted for all foreign countries, which 
will increase the rates for most countries, but will 
result in a reduction for small parcels to some 
countries. Legislation now pending before 
Congress would also create a 40 per cent in- 
crease in the cost of mailings of mission agencies 
to their constituencies. This would result from 
an over-all increase in third-class mailing charges. 


@ The World Conference on Missionary Radio 
announces Sunday, June 11, as the annual Mis- 
sionary Radio Prayer Day. Comprising 29 radio 
stations around the world, XCMR is “a present- 
day tool with which to evangelize the loss of the 
world.” Its activities include stations owned and 
operated by missionaries, recording studios, engi- 
neering groups, training centers, and communica- 
tions networks for aviation and jungle missionary 
outposts.

China. Stuart Holden—Steps Into Blessing. 
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A Methodist minister was jeered and abused when 
he accompanied his small daughter to an integrated school 
in New Orleans last year. -Those who heaped the in- 
dignities on him were “civilized” Americans—citizens of a 
free country, heirs of the legacy of equality and justice 
bequeathed at great cost by the founding fathers of this 
nation. 

None of us can escape for long the problem of racial 
tension. The United States is not alone, however, in her 
struggles. The government of Dr. Verwoerd in the Union 
of South Africa is pursuing an appalling policy known 
as apartheid, which calls for the total separation of the 
races. It has resulted in the Union’s withdrawal from 
the British Commonwealth of Nations. The Anglican 
Bishop of Johannesburg, Dr. Ambrose Reeves, was de- 
ported from the Union as a result of his stand against 
apartheid. The Dutch Reformed Church has had to re- 
examine its conscience on the matter, for there has been a 
tendency traditionally to support apartheid by appeal to 
theology. Last year, however, twelve Reformed theolo- 
gians in South Africa declared that support for this 
extreme discrimination is not warranted by Scripture. 

Such a situation in human affairs inevitably calls forth 
passion, hatred, and extremism on both sides. Sober men 
and women can subscribe neither to the haughty and 
anachronistic view that sees the white race as somehow 
actually superior to other races, nor to the headlong de- 
mands made by some champions of oppressed races for 
immediate and sweeping upheaval of established patterns 
by those ill prepared and educated to assume leadership. 

What view are Christians to take of the problem? 
Is there a Biblical view at all? 

Scripture is, oddly enough, silent on the issue. Jesus 
Christ rarely spoke out specifically on social issues. There 
is no record of His denouncing slavery, excessive taxation,

dictatorship, or imperialism. The Old Testament Law 
speaks strongly to Israel concerning mingling with the 
surrounding tribes. There was to be no intercourse what- 
ever, and Israel disobeyed to her own ruin. The situation 
is not analogous to the present day, however, for there 
is no race that God has chosen in these days to manifest 
His name to the world. On the contrary, the people 
whom He is choosing for this purpose are most emphat- 
ically a multi-racial group. 

Appeal is made occasionally by Christians in support 
of racial segregation to the fact that God placed the 
different races in separate areas of the world. If He had 
wanted us to mix, He would have put us all together to 
begin with,.we are told. We will not discuss the theo- 
logical soundness of this claim here, except to say that 
this is an inference at best. There are no clear instruc- 
tions in Scripture as to the composition of society. 

The point is, whatever the origins of the races, and 
whatever God’s original intent for their distribution, the 
situation which we have at hand now, in 1961, is that 
we are all mingled together, none of us can claim a pure 
ancestry, and history is not going to be reversed. Chris- 
tians, of all people, ought not to champion oppression and 
injustice by appeal to debatable interpretations of the Old 
Testament. Our calling as followers of Jesus Christ de- 
mands that we demonstrate practically a genuine love to 
the poor, the oppressed, and the stranger. We are not 
attempting to bring in the Kingdom by remaking society. 
But where there is injustice (and the idea of “separate but 
equal” is a will-o-the-wisp; it has yet to be demonstrated) 
it is ours to seek to relieve this, not to perpetuate it. Nor 
should we attempt to roll back the calendar by marshalling 
reasons that depend on obscure interpretations of Scrip- 
ture, and that in fact may be unconsciously rooted in 
prejudice.

ORGANIZATION MEN.—A very remarkable and tragic situation has been frankly acknowl- 
edged in the recent publication of a survey conducted for the Congregational Christian Churches 
of our country. The director of the survey set out to discover how vital was the relationship 
of members of these various churches to their denomination and the Christian faith. He re- 
ceived responses from 4,095 members of twelve Congregational Christian Churches in the North 
Central and North Eastern states. The report says that only forty-four per cent of members of 
these churches could be placed in the “‘active organizational category” which included regular 
attendance at the church services and financial support of the church activities. The report stated 
that “the unquestioning believer and the devotional member were dying out within the denomi- 
nation, being replaced by the organizational type of church membership.” In other words, 
many who are in the church do not believe the great truths of the Christian faith, and instead 
of having a living experience as members of the Body of Christ, they are simply enrolled as 
members of an organization. One wonders if this same penne would be found in other Prot- 
estant denominations,

3. The Church in China 


T IS now almost ten years since 
I foreign missionary societies were 
obliged to withdraw from China. 
When they bade their Chinese breth- 
-ren a final “Tsai-huei p’ing-an,” their 
words, “May-we-meet-again-in-peace!” 
had doubtless reference more to the final 
reunion in the Lord’s presence in Glory 
than to any anticipated future reunion 
on this earth. Many felt that China’s 
modern missionary era, which began 
with Robert Morrison in 1807, had come 
to its end. 

Since 1951 much has happened to the 
missionary outreach of the Church. 
What has happened to the societies that 
formerly labored in China is a thrilling 
record of redeployment by a sovereign 
God. Nooks and crannies in the coun- 
tries of the Far East that had been by- 
passed in general missionary advance 
of earlier decades have now been pen- 
etrated with the Gospel by ex-China 
missionaries and their societies. These 
mopping-up operations may possibly be 
the final phase of western missionary 
work .in the Orient prior to the return 
of Christ. Redeployment indeed! God 
is at work today that He might con- 
summate His missionary purpose to- 
morrow. 

But what of the Church left behind 
in China? What has been her experi- 
ence in the. intervening years? What 
has she learned as a result of her awful 
ordeal? Questions such as these come 
to the fore whenever ex-China mission- 
aries meet together and discuss the “old 
days.” Fortunately, bits of information 
have been filtering through the Bamboo 
Curtain from all parts of China. These 
have been collated and pondered, and 
reports have been issued. In fact, in 
August, 1960, Moody Press published a 
manuscript prepared by Leslie T. Lyall, 
the Candidate Secretary for Great Brit- 
ain of the China Inland Mission. This 
book describes the tragic experiences of 
the Church in China under Communist 
power from 1950 until now.1 

What has been the pattern of the life 
of this church? Many would agree 
that it has been the object of “a care- 
fully planned and cleverly executed” 
government program to eliminate it as 
a spiritual force without completely de- 
stroying its physical existence. Since 


in a Communist state all must actively’ 


support the “socialist reconstruction” of 
society, the organized church has been 
cajoled by flattery, deceived by lies, 
swayed by fear, and bent to the will of 
the state. “The church must lean to one 
side,” Chairman Mao bluntly decreed, 
and great pressures have been used to 
bring this about. 
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And yet a sturdy Evangelical rem- 
nant has survived this first decade of 
the fiery furnace. It has a message 
for us. Although earlier regarded as 


“that obstinate element” by its liberal | 


Protestant detractors, it is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent that vital Christian- 
ity in China today has its strongest 
roots in the Evangelical, Bible-believ- 
ing, Christ-exalting segment within the 
Protestant Church. We do well to pon- 
der its message to the church “outside.” 
The chief elements of this message fol- 
low: 


I. INTELLECTUAL PREPARATION 

We discovered gaps in our knowledge. 
It is well-nigh impossible to compre- 
hend the depth and extent of the 
inteliectual ferment generated by a revo- 
lution, Communist style. Once the 
Communists seize political power they 
launch a vast program of indoctrination. 
Everyone is obliged to take part, Chris- 
tians included. Street meetings, lectures 
in the public squares, neighborhood 
study classes, private reading assign- 


‘ments, discussion groups in industries 


—all supplement the formal educational 
system of the state.. Day after day, week 
after week, and month after. month, a 
torrent of new ideas is poured into the 
minds of the people. Since the heart of 
the Communist system is avowédly 
atheistic, this indoctrination provokes 
great tension within the minds of Chris- 
tians. Those who have survived and 
remained loyal to Christ would attrib- 
ute the victory to His grace alone. But 
they would also thank Him that He 
used the following factors to strengthen 
them in their Gethsemane. 

1. Personal surrender: the Lordship 
of Christ is primary.—Only those Chi- 
nese Christians who are fully sur- 
rendered to Christ have been serene in

their hearts. They see things in right 
perspective. They are not stumbled by 
what evil men say or do. There is but 
one Cause, and that is God. No bit- 
terness or entanglement with second 
causes. No becoming bitter toward the 
oppressive atheists. No! God is work- 
ing all things together for good to those 
who love Him. But those Christians 
whose hearts were divided, who still 
had a controversy between themselves 
and the Lord over some issue not yet 
surrendered to His authority, were rest- 
less and unable to see the Lord clearly 
when they needed Him most. Like 
Peter of old, they began to see “waves 
boist’rous”; in fear they began to sink. 
They often failed their Lord. 

2. Biblical orientation: Christianity 
and Marxism are irreconcilable—Those 
Christians who had an_ integrated 
knowledge of the Word of God were 
conditioned thereby to recognize the 
inadequacies of Communist dogma. 
They alone could see through its 
defective view of man, its careless dis- 
missal of the problem of evil, its un- 
realistic faith in human perfectibility, 
and its lack of an adequate personal 
or social ethic. All in all, scientific ma- 
terialism, no matter how plausibly pre- 
sented, cannot. satisfactorily answer 
man’s basic questions about the world 
(from whence has it come?), human 
life (who am I and what am I here 
for?), and the future (what happens 
to me after death?). But those Chris- 
tians who were poorly indoctrinated 
were overwhelmed by Communist prop- 
aganda. 

3. Corporate life: the vital contribu- 
tion of the local church.—Those Chris- 
tians who have maintained contact 
with their fellow Christians have dis- 
covered how essential this has been to 
their personal survival. Being ade- 
quately indoctrinated in the nature and 
function of the local church, they were 
determined to participate with fellow 
Christians in a worshipful sharing of 
the Lord in their midst. By petition 
and intercession, by exhortation and 
counsel, they strengthened one another. 
They came to realize in a new way that 
their citizenship is in Heaven. In con- 
trast, those who in ignorance or fear 
forsook the assembling of themselves 
together were far more vulnerable to 
Communist blandishments. “Two are 
better than one... for if they fall, the 
one will lift up his fellow: but woe to 
him that is alone when he falleth” 
(Eccles. 4:9, 10). 

4. Specific indoctrination: the peril of 
the unequal yoke—The controversy 
arising over Pastor Wang Ming-tao of

Peking which has lasted from 1953 un- 
til now has torn the Chinese church 
apart. This resolute Evangelical Chris- 
tian leader precipitated a terrific crisis 
by his determination to remain fully 
loyal to his Lord despite the cost in- 
volved. During World War II he gained 
nation-wide prominence by his coura- 
geous opposition to the Japanese. When 
the Communists later endeavored to 
pressure all Protestant churches to 
unite, his Biblical stand against this 
made him Public Enemy Number 1 in 
the eyes of those men inside the 
Church and outside of it who were try- 
ing to make the Church the docile agent 
of the state. Fortunately, Pastor Wang 
received world-wide attention as he 
called for the uncompromising obedi- 
ence of all Evangelicals in the midst of 
a compromising Church. His cry was 
that the Church dare not come to terms 
with an atheistic state. Efforts were 
made to break him by slander in the 
scurrilous religious press, by imprison- 
ment and brain-washing techniques, by 
forcing him to sign false confessions, 








and by attacking his family. At times 
it seemed as though Pastor Wang was 
wavering. To this day, however, he 
continues faithful to the Lord. His cour- 
age has strengthened many. 

But what has been the lesson of his 
ordeal? Simply, that the Evangelical 
Church in a totalitarian state must be 
prepared to stand against the frightful 
attacks of false brethren and liberal 
theologians—in short, against all who 
call for an _ inclusivist ecumenical 
Church in which Biblical principles 
regarding separation from unbelief are 
glossed over as irrelevant. The Com- 
munist state is determined to force all 
Christians to unite into an organization 
they can control. All its _ propaganda 
pressure is aimed to achieve this end. 
The Church must prepare itself before- 
hand. It must know what the Bible 
says about the unequal yoke and the 
perils of theological compromise.

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Mother's Day Is Every Day

OUNTLESS famous men and women 

have attributed their own great- 
ness to the loving care and guidance 
given them by their mothers. 

Mary Ball Washington, mother of our 
first President, had a strong moral in- 
fluence upon her son, who always 
showed her the greatest respect and af- 
fection. Because of her request, George 
Washington gave up his plan of going 
to sea. On his. mother’s monument is 
the inscription: “Mary,, the Mother of 
Washington.” 

Lincoln’s stepmother was a_ kindly 
Christian woman of frefinement who 
made a forlorn Indiana cabin into a 
comfortable pioneer home. She taught 
her children what she knew of the 
Bible, and left an unforgettable image 
of herself written upon her famous 
stepson’s heart. 

Across ‘the seas, in England, when 
John Wesley was thinking of establish- 
ing a home of his own, he asked his 
mother, Susanna Wesley, to write in de- 
tail how she brought up and educated 
her nineteen children. Her sons and 
daughters have made up one of the 
most remarkable family groups in the 
history of.the world. Their success has 
been attributed to their early home 
training. 

Frances Willard, a pioneer in the 
work of the World’s Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, said: “I thank 
God for my mother as for no other gift 
of His bestowing.” 

Her mother, who had been a teacher 
before she married, sacrificed herself 
entirely for her boy and two girls. “I 
had many ambitions,” she once said, 
“but I disappeared from the world that 
I might reappear at some future day 
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in my children.” This proved to be not 
an idle statement. 

One evening Mr. Willard came home 
with news about the new prohibition 
law in Maine. “I wonder if poor, rum- 
cursed Wisconsin will ever get a law 
like that?” he asked his wife. 

Frances Willard said that her mother 
rocked awhile in silence and then 
quietly said, “Yes, Josiah; there’ll be 
such a law all over the land some day, 
when women vote.” 

This statement made by her mother 
was never forgotten by Frances, and in 
time, she became a steadfast worker 
for the betterment of women. Through- 
out her busy life, her mother remained 
her best-loved friend and adviser. She 
always planned to spend at least six 
weeks of each year at her home. 

It was with Miss Anna Jarvis of Phil- 
adelphia, in 1908, that the idea of a 
special day for mother is supposed to 
have originated. Miss Jarvis was asked 
by the superintendent of the Sunday 
school -in the Virginia town in which 
her deceased mother had long been a 
teacher, to arrange a memorial service. 
She felt that this was an opportunity 
to remind people of neglected home 
ties, also to show special appreciation 
of loving, unselfish mothers, living and 
dead. 

On May 8, 1914, Woodrow Wilson, 
then President of the United States, 
signed a proclamation “designating the 
second Sunday in May as Mother’s 
Day.” 

The carnation was chosen as the floral 
emblem of mother love because of its 
endurance, purity, and sweetness. That 
is why it has become the custom on 
Mother’s Day to wear a carnation to 


show love, honor, and respect for all 
mothers. 

It is today, as,it always has been, 
mothers who spend much time and 
thought in the training of their children, 
and who make home life an inspiration 
for the whole family. They are the 
ones. who are respected and loved by 
their children every day in the year. 
Not just on Mother’s Day.

“Replenish” in Genesis 1:28 


Concerning the following Bible 
verse, “Be fruitful, and multiply, and 
replenish the earth,” (Gen. 1:28) does 
the word “replenish” mean “to refill” 


or “to fill up again”? I wonder if 
that word can be taken to point to a 
pre-Adamic civilization that lived and 
was destroyed between the period 
covered by Genesis 1:1 and Genesis 
1:2. 

I am acquainted with the informa- 
tion in the Scofield Reference Bible 
concerning Genesis 1, but do you 
know of any other book or books 
with information about these verses? 
—A Missouri reader. 


The Hebrew word “male” or “mala,” 
according to James Strong’s “Exhaustive 
Concordance of the Bible,” is a primary 
root that carries the meaning of “to 
fill,” or “to be full of.” There is a sense 
in which it can also mean “to refill,” 
or “to replenish,” in the way that we 
generally use the English word “re- 
plenish” today with the thought of “to 
fill again, especially after having been 
emptied”; “to stock anew.” It should 
not be overlooked, however, that our 
English word: “replenish” can also mean 
merely “to fill,” or “to supply fully.” 

It would, therefore, seem that those 
Bible teachers who hold to the idea 
that the world, as originally created by 
God and as recorded in Genesis 1:1, be- 
came a waste as the result of a Divine 
judgment upon a pre-Adamic race, are 
justified in interpreting “replenish” in 
Genesis 1:28 as “to fill up again.” It is 
interesting to notice that this same word 
is used in Genesis 9:1 in the sense of 
repopulating the world after the human 
race, with the exception of Noah and 
his family, had been destroyed by the 
Flood. 

Two helpful books that support the 
teaching of a catastrophe between 
Genesis 1:1 and Genesis 1:2 are “Dis- 
pensational Truth,” by Clarence Larkin 
(Rev. Clarence Larkin Estate, 2802 N. 
Park Ave., Philadelphia 32, Pa.; $6.95), 
and “Earth’s Earliest Ages,” by G. H. 
Pember (Fleming H. Revell Co., West- 
wood, N. J.; $2.95.)

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The Lesson as a Whole 
By C. Ernest Tatham 


Approach to the Lesson 


ALLEN man is the heir of many 
F vices that have the power to de- 

stroy him. The revolt in Eden 
gave him the knowledge of good and 
evil, but without the power to practice 
the good and to resist the evil, his heart 
became a jungle. And in this dark 
jungle lurk all kinds of savage beasts, 
and these defy taming. 

Our Lord candidly declared that 
“from within, out of the heart of men, 
proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, forni- 
cations, murders . . All these evil 
things come from within, and defile the 
man” (Mark 7:21-23). Furthermore, 
Peter, by divine inspiration, stated that 
the corruption that is in the world is 
the consequence of human lust (see 2 
Pet. 1:4). 

Lust is unlawful desire, and when 
given free expression, the result is un- 
lawful deeds. And these deeds find 
their victims not only in others but also 
in the man himself in whose heart the 
lust was originally gendered. Thus, 
men receive “in themselves that rec- 
ompence of their error” which is ap- 
propriate (see Rom. 1:27). It has been 
pointed out that all sin is primarily 


and ultimately against oneself. 

We are looking today at some of the 
ugly children of human lust—slander, 
debauchery, gluttony, laziness, and so 
forth. Not only shall we look at them 
but we shall learn how to completely 
avoid them. 





Verse by Verse 
Prov. 7:1—“My son, keep my words, 
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against God, frequently against others, 


and lay up my commandments with 
thee.” This exhortation to sons is de- 
signed to weaken self-confidence—a 
common disease among young men! He 
is urged to listen to mature counsels 
and the voice of the all-knowing God. 

Verse 2—‘Keep my commandments, 
and live; and my law as the apple of 
thine eye.” One of the most valuable 
members of the body is the apple, or 
pupil, of the eye. This is the figure 
employed to describe the preciousness 
of God’s children to God Himself (see 
Deut. 32:10; Zech. 2:8). If we are to 
really live, then we must obey the di- 
vine instructions with the same thor- 
oughness and care. 

Verse 3—“Bind them upon thy fin- 
gers, write them upon the table of thine 
heart.” As a ring, bearing some en- 
graved saying, these instructions will 
control the actions of our hands. In- 
scribed on the tablet of the heart by 
the memory, they will determine our 
very character. 

Verse 4—“Say unto wisdom, Thou 
art my sister; and call understanding 
thy kinswoman.” We should cultivate 
the closest of intimacy with both wis- 
dom and intelligence. 

Verse 5.—“That they may keep thee

. . . from the stranger which flattereth 
with her words.” Obedience to the 
commands of God brings the wisdom 
and discernment that discriminates be- 
tween the true friend and the deadly 
foe. The latter may use the camouflage 
of flattery to throw the unsuspecting 
off guard, but the one thus equipped 
will detect both the mask and the se- 
ductress hiding behind it. 


Chap. 14:30.—‘A sound heart is the 
life of the flesh: but envy the rotten- 
ness of the bones.” A sound heart is a 
tranquil, or placid, heart—one that rests 
in the confidence that the Lord is un- 
dertaking for his highest welfare. This 
issues in sound bodily health, for we 
know that inner peace usually has a 
beneficial effect upon our physical be- 
ing. 

On the other hand, envy can so cor- 
rode the inner life that it will definitely 
damage bodily health. 


Chap. 16:32—“He that is slow to 
anger is better than the mighty; and he 
that ruleth his spirit than he that taketh 
a city.” Here is God’s picture of the 
true giant. Such is not the one who 
excels on the field of battle, or the hero 
of some brilliant military campaign, but 
the one who is the conqueror of self. 
He has captured and he holds the cit- 
adel of his own heart and will, having 
learned the secret of true self-disci- 
pline. Anger is not to be crushed, or 
removed, but it must be strictly con- 
trolled. 


Chap. 17:27.—“He that hath knowl- 
edge spareth his words: and a man of 
understanding is of an excellent spirit.” 
In ‘contrast with the fool whose “voice 
is known by multitude of words” 
(Eccles. 5:3), the truly wise man will 
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be “slow to speak” (Jas, 1:19). 








More- 
over, he will be of an excellent, or 
“cool” (A.S.V.) spirit. He will be sober, 
and not one who is easily excited. 

Chap. 20:1.—“Wine is a mocker, strong 
drink is raging: and whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby is not wise.” Indulgence 
in intoxicating alcohol brings disastrous 
consequences, for it robs a man of all 
sense of moral accountability. This 
warning needs to be sounded loudly, as 
never before, throughout our country. 

Chap. 23:19.—“Hear thou, my son, and 
be wise, and guide thine heart in the 
way.” Here is another urgent call to 
give diligent heed. If one brings down 
ruin on himself, it will not be because 
he was not warned. 

Verse 20—“Be not among wine- 
bibbers; among riotous eaters of flesh.” 
Here we are warned against any asso- 
ciation, or contact, with such abandoned 
profligates. Being in their company 
would expose one to peculiar tempta- 
tion. . 

Verse 21—“For the drunkard and the 
glutton shall come to poverty: and 
drowsiness shall clothe a man with 
rags.” Here are three most ugly and 
vile sins—drunkenness, gluttony, and 
laziness. These bring inescapable and 
bitter fruit in this life, as well as having 
eternal consequences. Even true Chris- 
tians must be warned against tamper- 
ing with them, as a glance at Romans 
13:13 proves. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Inasmuch as our hearts by nature 
are jungles of wild beasts, our supreme 
need is for self-discipline. Envy, cruel 
words, temper, laziness, gluttony and 
alcoholic intemperance, if loosed, will 


completely destroy us, both here and’ 


hereafter. Both Holy. Scripture and 
common observation would. plainly 
teach us this. 

Now, some of these vices arise out of 
unbridled bodily appetite; others have 
their source in the fallen moral nature. 
Wantonness, sex, and liquor have to do 
with the body; temper, angry words, 
and envy come from spirit and soul. 
Such deadly dynamite, locked within 
the human heart, can explode and de- 
stroy us unless under constant vigilance 
and control. 

God’s Word bristles with warnings 
against these vices. The Lord raises 
the storm signals, as it were, repeatedly 
using such words as “abstain” (1 Pet. 
2:11; 1 Thess. 5:22) and “beware” (Phil. 
3:2). In our own unaided strength, 
however, we are unable to obey these 
commands. The tide flows too power- 
fully. However, the Christian is one 
who is not only forgiven the penalty 
of his sins but also one who is being de- 
livered from the indweHing power of 
sin. Sins are the fruit; sin is the roof. 
For the believer, the precious blood of 
Christ, shed on the cross, takes care of 
the penalty. But the indwelling Holy 
Spirit of God provides the power over 
the root nature, when we yield to His 
control. 

When temptation assails us we must, 
first of all, abandon all self-confidence.

This is contrary to our natural incli- 
nation, for we proudly assume that we 
are quite ble to take care of the whole 
situation. But if we are to e.:perience 
victory we must turn the battle over 
entirely to our risen Lord, and this will 
issue in the releasing of the: mighty 
power of the indwelling Spirit. It is 
only in His energy that we can mortify, 
or put to death, the deeds of the body 
(see Rom. 8:13). 

Self-mastery, therefore, is actually the 
mastery of the Spirit Himself. “Walk 
in the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfill the 
lust of the flesh” (Gal. 5:16).

there would have been no reformer in 
any field of human affairs had it not 
been for this emotion. “Be ye angry, 
and sin not,” writes Paul (Eph. 4:26). 
But such must be firmly controlled if it 
is not to become a deadly foe and a 
destroyer. 

On the platform of Old Testament 
history there stand two conspicuous 
men. These are Joseph and Samson. 
Both were men of deep feeling, being 
marked by strong emotions. But the 
sharpest of contrasts was produced 
when the acid test was applied. 

Joseph, when faced with the most 
acute temptation, ruled over his pas- 
sions in the strength of the Lord, know- 
ing that to yield would bring complete 
disaster (see Gen. 39). On the other 
hand, Samson, though strong in muscles, 
was weak in morals. His conduct was 
bespotted by self-indulgence and a suc- 
cumbing to temptation that brought him 
to ruin. It is astonishing that though 
he could subdue the Philistines he could 
not subdue his own passions. The sad 
story is recorded for our learning in 
Judges 14 to 16. 

Samson was overcome, 
an overcomer. 

Self-mastery is the greatest of all 
victories. If we are to be saved from 
self-destruction we must learn to yield 
the citadel of our own personalities to 
the Spirit of God and allow Him to 
reign there.

Practical Applications 


No one will ever be of much service 
in the hands of God who cannot say No 
to certain temptations. The moral 
weakling who vacillates will be of little 
use to God or man. He who denies not 
self cannot be Christ’s disciple. 

Abram said No to a proposal of com- 
promise that was made by the king of 
Sodom (see Gen. 14:21-24). Isaac de- 
clined the temptation to retaliate, and 
manifested the grace of long-suffering 
submission in the face of intense irri- 
tation. Rather than being overcome of 
evil, he triumphantly overcame evil 
with good (see Gen. 26). Moses refused 
to be called the son of Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter when the throne of Egypt probably 
lay within his grasp (see Heb. 11:24- 
26), and, some years later, denied any 
taint of envy when Joshua suggested 
that he rebuke a couple of budding 
prophets in the camp (see Num. 11: 
25-29). 

Daniel refrained from wine when 
tempted to yield to the seductions of a 
corrupt court (see Dan. 1:8). David, 
though king, denied himself any bodily 
rest when the honor of Jehovah was at 
stake, declaring, “I will not give sleep 
to mine eyes, or slumber to mine eye- 
lids, until I find out a place for the 
Lord” (Psa. 132:4, 5). Then, too, there 
was the manly Nehemiah who avoided 
any taint of covetousness by providing 
independently for his own needs and 
the needs of his household (see Neh. 
5: 14-18). 

Our Lord, of course, is the supreme 
example. His whole course was one of 
self-abnegation, and a voluntary self- 
humbling. He pleased not Himself (see 
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Rom. 15:3). He came not to be min- 
istered unto, but to minister and to give 
His life (see Mark 10:45). By far the 
greatest of all sacrifices was His own 
when He laid down His life on the cross. 

Have we learned to walk this path 
yet? We live in luxury-laden days. 
While the world cries, “Indulge thy- 
self,” the voice of the Lord cries, “If 
any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, 
and follow me” (Matt. 16:24). 

Am I willing to pay this price?

“My son, keep my words...” (Prov. 
7:1)—It is plain to be seen by the 
emphasis King Solomon places on the 
Word of God, that he deems it to be 
the perfect preventive of impurity. But 
the bare reading of it is not sufficient. 
It must be kept “as the apple [or pupil] 
of thine eye”—that most tender part. of 
the most tender member of the body. 

Since that is the way the Lord keeps 
those who place personal faith in Him 
(Deut. 32:10; Psa. 17:8; Zech. 2:8), He 
has the right to ask, and expect us to 
keep His Word in that manner. 


“Bind them upon thy fingers .. .” 
(Prov. 7:3).—Some folks bind a piece 
of string upon a finger; others place a 
ring on a certain finger, to recall what 
might otherwise be forgotten. 

“Read the Bible, not as a newspaper, 
but as a home letter. If a cluster of 
heavenly fruit hangs within reach, 
gather it. If a promise lies upon the 
page as a blank check, cash it. If a 
prayer is recorded, appropriate it, and 
launch it as a feathered arrow from 
the bow of your desire. If an example 
of holiness gleams before you, ask God 
to do as much for you. If the truth is 
revealed in all its intrinsic splendor, 
entreat that its brilliance may ever ir- 
radiate the hemisphere of your life” 
(F. B. Meyer). 


“Say unto wisdom, Thou art my sister 
. .” (Prov. 7:4).—“Wisdom is to be 
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treated as a sister, not as if there were 
a natural kinship, but on the ground 
of the beautiful influence which a true 
sister, a pure woman soul, exercises 
over a young man’s life. It is given to 
a sister again and again, by unfailing 
sympathy and by sweet comprehend- 
ing ways, not teasing or lecturing, but 
always believing and hoping and lov- 
ing, to weave a real spell of goodness 
and truth around a brother who is ex- 
posed to dangerous temptations . 

Such a lovely fraternal relation is to be 
maintained with Wisdom, constant as a 
tie of blood, firm as a companionship 
from earliest infancy, yet exalted and 
enthusiastic in its way, and promising 
a lifelong attraction and authority” (Dr.

It should never be 
forgotten that “A man that flattereth 
his neighbour spreadeth a net for his 
feet” (Prov. 29:5). 

Cicero said that flattery was “the 
handmaid of the vices.” An intimate 
acquaintance with the Holy Scriptures 
is the best possible. antidote against the 
poison of flattery. “A man shall be 
commended according to his wisdom” 
(Prov. 12:8), but should never be flat- 
tered. 

“Christian thou knowest thou carriest 
gunpowder about thee. Desire them 
that carry fire to keep at a distance. 
It is a dangerous crisis when a proud 
heart meets with flattering lips” 
(Flavel). 


“A sound heart is the life of the 
flesh .. .” (Prov. 14:30).—Numbers of 
translators use the word “tranquil” or 
“placid” instead of “sound.” The 
Prophet Isaiah gives us the secret of 
obtaining a tranquil heart when he says, 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, 
whose mind is stayed on thee: because 
he trusteth in thee” (26:3). 

Self-discipline is necessary to stay 
one’s mind on the Lord, and place im- 
plicit confidence in Him; keeping the 
mind clear of such evil and injurious 
things as envy, jealousy, and worry. 

Doctors tells us that worry kills more 
people than disease.

Touch the spirit there.

“He that hath knowledge spareth his 
words ...” (Prov. 17:27).—Especially 
is this true when such a man is under 
provocation. What a perfect example 














our .Lord set us in this matter! (John 
19:9; Acts 8:32.) The expression “an 
excellent spirit” in the text is really a 
cool, quiet, calm spirit. 

“Wine is a mocker .. .” (Prov. 20:1). 
—Self-discipline is absolutely essential 
in a person’s attitude toward liquor. 
We are commanded: “Be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit.” Then, the nine- 
fold “fruit of the Spirit . . . love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance”— 
shall be manifest in our lives. God will 
be glorified and man edified.

Not long after, Peter himself 
became angry with a palace gardener 
and struck him a hard blow. Then, 
ashamed of himself, the monarch said: 
“I can conquer cities, but I cannot con- 
quer myself.” True to our Proverb, the 
king proved it to be harder to rule his 
own spirit than to take a city. Vic- 
tory over ourselves is the most needful, 
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the most difficult, and the greatest of 
victories. Our lesson title calls it self- 
discipline, steadily keeping ourselves in 
line with what is right and good. 

Our lesson portions call us to victory

over our passions (7:1-5, 14:30), over 
anger (16:32), over our tongue (17:27), 
and over strong drink (20:1, 23:19-21). 
At one or more of these points we may 
find it hard to win the victory over our- 
selves, as did Peter the Great. But we 
need not despair. Our Saviour’s power 
succeeds where ours fails. Paul said, 
“T can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me” (Phil. 4:13). 
This Christ does for His people through 
the Holy Spirit. To all who take the 
Lord Jesus as Saviour He gives the Holy 
Spirit. Then, as we daily yield to the 
guidance and control of the Spirit, we 
increase in self-control. The fruit of 
the Spirit, the fruit He produces in the 
Christian, includes temperance, or self- 
control (A.S.V.), as our Golden Text 
declares.

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You know I’ve tried and tried and 
tried, but I can’t help it.” 

If you young folks had heard the 
agony in that man’s voice, you would 
realize what a cruel master he was 
serving. When he finally got up from 
his knees, he pulled a bottle of whiskey 
from his pocket and handed it to one 
of the Mission workers saying, “Take it 
away, before I smash it on the floor.” 
When I had to leave, one of the Mission 
workers was still talking to him. 

I told you about this man for two 
reasons. One is in the hope that you 
will pray that he may be truly born 
again, and be delivered from the curse 
of drink. 

The other reasons is: Whenever some- 
one offers you a drink, I hope you will 
think of this man. If you had heard 
the anguish in his voice as he called 
out, “God, You know I’ve tried, and 
tried, and tried, but I can’t help it,” 
you would never touch a drop of liquor. 
When young folks take their first drink, 
they do not expect to become slaves to 
it. But some always do! Even if you 
and I never did, think how we would 
feel if someone seeing us take a drink 
sometime, should take one too, and 
then get into the slavery that that poor 
fellow was enduring! 

The Bible tells us to flee from temp- 
tation. It also says that we should do 
nothing that might make someone else 
do wrong. 

Proverbs 7 begins with an earnest 
exhortation to heed God’s Word and to 
obey it, so as to be kept from sin, and 
the misery that it brings. 

Let us read Proverbs 7:1-5. Some 
people talk as if life means doing any- 
thing you feel like, whether it is sinful 
or not. That is the Devil’s lie. Indul- 
gence in sin leads to death, not life. 
Here God says, “Keep my command- 
ments, and live.” The rest of this 
chapter is a solemn warning against im- 
morality, and shows that sin is always 
sin, no matter how attractive Satan 
makes it appear. Drinking fosters im- 
morality. God’s children should flee 
from these things. 

Next read Proverbs 14:29, 30 and then 
Proverbs 16:32. Here control of the 
temper is stressed. Being “slow to 
wrath” and “ruling . . . [one’s] spirit” 
are greater than any outward victory. 
Reading and memorizing God’s Word 
are great helps to controlling one’s tem- 
per. When something comes up to 
make us angry, we should pray, “Lord, 
help me,” and then repeat to ourselves 
some Bible verse. By that time the 
danger of making an instant angry re- 
sponse, which we would afterwards re- 
gret, is past, and we can take the 
trouble to the Lord, and let Him deal 
with it. Everyone knows that drinking 
makes a bad temper worse, and in any 
case causes a person to say many things 
better left unsaid. Getting someone 
drunk is an old trick of the enemy to 
get him to reveal state secrets. 

Our last Scriptures are Proverbs 20: 
1; Proverbs 23:19-21; and Proverbs 23: 
29-35. As we read these Scriptures, no- 
tice all the evils ascribed to drink. If

N A very real sense there is no dif- 

ference between home missions and 
foreign missions other than their field 
of activity and perhaps the language 
difficulty. Even in the latter case, how- 
ever, home missions sometimes involves 
the study of another language, as for 
instance, work among the American In- 
dians and among immigrants. 


When, just before His ascension to 
the Father, the Lord Jesus commissioned 
His disciples, promising them the endue- 
ment of power and the gift of the 
Holy Spirit, He told them they were 
to be His witnesses in Jerusalem, Judea, 
and Samaria (home missions), and in 
the uttermost part of the earth (foreign 
missions) (Acts 1:8). There were not 
to be two programs, or two methods, 
or two goals, but one. The disciples 
were to begin witnessing right where 
they were, and were to reach out to 
the uttermost parts, as led by the Spirit. 
They were not to settle down indefi- 
nitely in one place, and when some of 
them did so, the Lord permitted per- 
secution to come in and scatter them 
(Acts 8:1).

Later, when the believers in Antioch 
had multiplied, we find the Holy Spirit 
directing the choice of certain men to 
Carry the Gospel to Cyprus and to 
Asia Minor, and then to Europe (Acts 
18:1). These missionaries stopped for 
short times in certain cities, in others 
for several months, and in still others 
for as long as two years, preaching and

teaching. Then they moved on, as the 
churches that were thus formed carried 


on the witnessing to surrounding areas.

The prophets, Isaiah and David in par- 
ticular, had foretold these sufferings. 

Glory inevitably followed. It is al- 
ways suffering first and then glory. 
The Lamb that was slain is worthy “to 
receive power, and riches, ... and 
glory, and blessing” (Rev. 5:12). Christ 
received glory in His resurrection, in 
His ascension, and in His exaltation to 
the Father’s right hand. But the full 
glory is still future. He is to come 
back with the glory of His Father. 
Zechariah 14:9 speaks of the glory 
Christ will have in the coming day: 
“The Lord shall be king over all the 
earth: in that day shall there be one 
Lord, and his name one.” Daniel puts 
it this way: “I saw in the night visions, 
and, behold, one like the Son of man 
came with the clouds of heaven... 
And there was given him dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom, that all peo- 
ple, nations, and languages should serve 
him: his dominion is an everlasting 
dominion, which shall not pass away, 
and his kingdom that which shall not 
be destroyed” (7:13, 14). 

Psalm twenty-two shows us the com- 
bination of suffering and glory in the 
life of our Lord. Two-thirds of the 
Psalm deals with the sufferings and 
one-third with the glory. The Psalm 
Starts with the prayer to God offered 
by the Lord on the cross: “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” The 
sufferings of the various parts of the 
body are then described: “I am poured 
out like water, and all my bones are out 
of joint: my heart is like wax; it is 
melted in the midst of my bowels. My 
Strength is dried up like a potsherd; 
and my tongue cleaveth to my jaws; 
... they pierced my hands and my feet. 
I may tell all my benes: they look and 
Stare upon me.” After the words: “Save 
me from the lion’s mouth,” there is the 
triumphant cry: “Thou hast heard me 
from the horns of the unicorns.” Glory 
is to follow. 

The first nine verses of Isaiah fifty- 
three describe the sufferings of God’s 
righteous Servant. Verse ten takes up 
the theme of glory: “He shall prolong 
his days, and the pleasure of the Lord 
Shall prosper in his hand.” His suffer- 
ing will result in salvation for others, 
and this will bring Him satisfaction. 
“He shall see of the travail of his soul, 
and shall be satisfied” (v. 11). Then in 





verse twelve the final glory is revealed: 
“Therefore will I divide him a portion 
with the great, and he shall divide the 
spoil with the strong.” 

The third fact is that we are the heirs 
of the promises of God. The prophets 
“inquired and searched diligently” to 
find out the purposes of God. The 
figure is taken from the action of the 
miner as he breaks through the earth 
and bores through the rock to get the 
precious ore. He examines every piece 
of rock to see if it contains any of the 
valuable metal. So the prophets took 
a great interest in the prophetic docu- 
ments that they might be able to see 
what God was about to do. Habakkuk 
was anxious to understand God’s plans. 
He said, “I will stand upon my watch, 
and set me upon the tower, and will 
watch to see what he will say unto me, 
and what I shall answer when I am re- 
proved” (2:1). Daniel also thirsted for 
knowledge. An angel said to him, 
“From the first day that thou didst set 
thine heart to understand, and to 
chasten thyself before thy God, thy 
words were heard” (10:12). Daniel’s 
anxiety to appreciate the significance 
of the vision that he had received was 
so great that it caused him much an- 
guish and sorrow. 

It seems that the prophets studied 
one another’s writings to see whether 
they would throw any light upon God’s 
purposes. When Daniel tells us that he 
knew the length of Israel’s captivity 
(9:2), it was by a study of Jeremiah’s 
prophecy (25:12). Often they appear 
to have quoted from each other. Isaiah 
says, “Mine house shall be called an 
house of prayer for all people” (56:7). 
Jeremiah, writing a hundred years later, 
asks: “Is this house, which is called by 
my name, become a den of robbers in 
your eyes?” (7:11.) 

The prophets are seen “searching 
what, or what manner of time” the 
events that they revealed would take 
place. They were anxious for more 
light on God’s gracious purposes and 
on the time when His plan would be 
seen in operation. When was Christ 
to suffer for sin? When would He re- 
ceive the glory due to His holy name? 
It seems that Daniel alone kaew the 
time when the sufferings of Christ 
would take place: “Seventy weeks are 
determined upon thy people and upon 
thy holy city, to finish the transgression, 
and to make an end of sins, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring 
in everlasting righteousness, and to seal 
up the vision and prophecy, and to 
anoint the most Holy” (9:24). 

As regards the time of fulfillment it 
was indeed one of the blackest periods 
in Israel’s history. No prophet had ap- 
peared for hundreds of years and the 
Old Testament canon was closed. Yet 
such was “the fulness of the time” when 
“God sent forth his: Son, made of a 
woman, made under the law, to redeem 
them that were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of sons” 
(Gal. 4:4, 5). 

“Unto whom it was revealed, that not 
unto themselves” but to us they min- 
istered. They found that the fulfill-

in their own day. Daniel ‘learned that 


many of his prophecies did not relate 
to the immediate future, but to the close 
of the age. “The vision of the evening 
and the morning which was told is true; 
wherefore shut thou up the vision; for 
it shall be for many days” (8:26), 
“But thou, O Daniel, shut up the words, 
and seal the book, even to the time of 
the end ... And he said, Go thy way, 
Daniel: for the words are closed up 
and sealed till the time of the end” 
(12:4, 9). 

The prophets “prophesied of the grace 
that should come unto you.” The mys- 
tery of the Church, that Gentiles as 
well as Jews should together form the 
body of Christ, was never revealed to 
the prophets but was always kept se- 
cret. It was of us that they spoke. 

The blessing of which they wrote is 
our salvation. “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God” (Eph. 
2:8). It is that grace that shows God’s 
love to be undeserving. It comes to 
redeem us from sin and by it God “hath 
raised us up together, and made us sit 
together in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus” (Eph. 2:6). It is that grace that 
gives us every blessing while we are on 
earth, and that has prepared for us the 
“many mansions” of the coming day. 

These topics are of profound interest 
to all holy and wise creatures, so we 
are not.surprised that they are the sub- 
jects that “the angels desires to look 
into.” 

But how much greater is our knowl- 
edge, for this same Holy Spirit knows 
the deep things of God and came for 
the express purpose of leading us into 
all truth! We have the fuller knowledge 
and therefore the greater responsibility. 

Seeing that the prophets spoke the 
words given by the Holy Spirit and that 
they spoke of blessings that we have 
received, their writings are vital to us. 
Since God did so much to make His 
will known through the prophets, we 
ought never to neglect them. 

God is still the Sovereign who is 
working everything out for His glory 
and our good. Christ our Saviour is 
soon coming again in glory. Ages ago 
God had us in His thoughts and com- 
manded the prophets to reveal His plans 
to us. What an encouragement this is 
for our faith!

Princeton Bars Classroom Smoking. 


—Dr. Robert Goheen, president of the 
University, has banned smoking in all 
lecture halls and classrooms at Prince- 
ton to cut down on _ housekeeping 
bills. He said the ban would apply to 
students and teachers and that the new 
regulation would save about $16,000 in 
cleaning and floor refinishing costs. 

Why Start!—Drinking over a period 
of years may result in alcoholism. To 
break the habit early in the drinking 
period may not be too difficult. To 
quit later may be very difficult, if not 
impossible. 


Finnish Finish—In mid-January a 
Finnish government official reported 
that the pilot of a Finnish airliner that 
crashed, killing all 25 persons aboard, 
had the equivalent of six ounces of 
whiskey in his system. The co-pilot 
also had been drinking before the flight, 
according to the information furnished 
by the investigator. 


A recent edition of the “Ladies ies 
Journal” contains an article, “The Alco- 
holic Spouse,” by Clifford Adams, Ph.D., 
of Pennsylvania University’s depart- 
ment of psychology. He says: “Since 
the legal grounds for divorce are not al- 
ways the actual or realistic causes, it is 
impossible to know how many divorces 
can be attributed to drink. But it can 
be estimated that excessive drinking is 
either a primary or a contributing factor 
in one-fifth or even one-fourth of all 
divorces.” 


The Future of Grape Juice.—Reduced 
consumption, which is the goal of the 
fight against alcoholism in France, 
would have to be offset by increased ex- 
ports of quality wines and spirits . . 

A wide sale of nonalcoholic drinks at 
reasonable prices is also being planned, 
and the last bulletin of the Alcohol Re- 
search and Information Council an- 
nounced that an important firm of fruit 
juice distributors was about to launch a 
publicity campaign to sell grape juice 
at 25 cents per litre, while an impor- 
tant wine co-operative intends to mar- 
ket its own grape juice at a price not 
more than that of wine.”—World Health 
Organization.

The losses are due, he said, to 
absenteeism, accidents and errors in 
judgment by employed alcoholics. Bay

We’re creat- q 
ing 300,000 alcoholics every year. But i 
we're only rehabilitating about 20 per “ 
cent of them. When do we start doing 
something really useful about preven- 
tion? It will take lots of God’s people 
and lots of money.—The National Voice. 

Though some magazines and newspa- 
pers have changed policies to accept al- 
cohol advertising, there are still many 
that refuse to accept alcoholic beverage 
advertising of any kind. 

According to Standard Rate and Data 
Guide Service, 233 magazines in the 
United States refuse to accept alcoholic 
beverage advertising. 

These include 26 magazines with a 
circulation of one million or more and 
18 between 300,000 and a million sub- 
scribers. Two of the magazines have a 
circulation exceeding 12 million copies 
per issue. 

Australia Fights Alcoholism Rise.— 
Australian scientists and industrialists 
are working together in an effort to dis- 
cover the cause of a strong increase in 
the number of alcoholics in Australia. 
Industrial leaders were. surprised re- 
cently to learn that at least six out of 
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every 100 of their work force are al- 
coholics. A Foundation for Research 
and Treatment of Alcoholism, with 
headquarters in Sydney, has launched a 
program to seek the cause, according to 
the New York Times.

By E. M. Blaik- 
lock. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $2.)

The book could 
be very useful for devotional reading 
or illustrative material, but it would 
be of limited help to the average Sun- 
day school teacher in preparation of 
lessons on 1 John, since it does not 
adequately deal with the problem pas- 
sages of the book.
